DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yasudaetal., 5,862,096. 

Yasuda et al., 5,862,096, discloses in Fig. 1 a memory device comprising: 
memory cell array blocks 4a-d; 

column-related control circuits 5a-d each including column decoder 30a, as shown 
in Fig. 4, for decoding a column address signal (not shown) (see lines 12-15, column 9) 
inherently from a column address buffer as well known in the art; 
active internal voltage generating circuits 10-11 and 12a-b, arranged on both sides of 
each memory cell array blocks 4a-d, each comprising a comparator 10ba/25a, as 
shown in Figs. 2-3, for comparing reference voltage Vref to internal voltage VCI and 
outputting a comparison signal (see lines 34-47, column 8) and a driver transistor for 
driving internal power supply lines 20/20a; 
external voltage pads 1 4a-b and 1 5
